Among these eeeentalls are 
proper food and clothlnp, recreatioli 
and exercise under proper conditions, 
and rest and sleep. The development 
of both the psysioal and mental pow- 
ers of a child can be retarded by oevr- 
work and worry. A child who at- 
tends school from 8:30 in the morning 
until 4 In the afternoon, It properly 
tutored, has done mental drugery 
enough for that day, and to compel 
Binli n child to prepare lonK lessons 
at night Is little short of a crime. Tho 
child that- attends school during the 
day and studies until a late hour at 
night, unless nature has endowed such 

child with cxtradriliiiars slieiinth. 

both physical and mental, Is at a won- 
derful disadTantage as compared with 
the child that is treated more humane- 
ly. No great wisdom Is necessary to 
enable on^ to recognize the truth of 
this statement tliat "ail work and no 
play makea Jaek a dull boy." And 
Jiiil boya are Jua^ what we do not 
want 

Teachers, In the name of common 
sense, in the name of humanity and 
In the name of Him Who loved chil- 
dren, do not. In your eagernexs to 
serve those under your cliarge and 
control, lay burdens on their little 
shoulders that will crush them and 
send them out on the sea of life in a 
bark iiiuilile to weath<-r the StormS 
that are certain to rise.

Didn't the wool In- 
dustry In Oreene county steadily de- 
cline during the days of the McKlnley, 
the Dlngley and the Aldrich-Payne 
tariff acts, all of them Iteimbllran? 
Isn't it a notable fact that during the 
last two years wool haa brought the 
highest prices la twenty years? Ask 
any wool grower In Greene county. 

"The only use the Itepuhlican parly 
haa for wool is to pull it over tbe eyes 
of the Amerieaa people." 

The new Democratic editor of tbe 
now Democratic organ is either badly 
advised or reckless of the truth. Tbe 
Demoerata of Greene county can tell 
him bsttar. People who have resided 
In this section for twonty-flve years, 
especially those interested in sheep 
raising, reineniher very distinctly 
"who drove the sheep from the hills 
of Oreene oounty." Prior to the pas- 
saKe of the I^eniorratlc tariff hill 
known as the Wilsou bill, iu 18!»3, the 
rich hills and fertile vallaya of Greene 
county were everywhere dotted with 
sheep, but by 1894 the flocks had prac- 
th'ally dlKa|)peared. Sheep were sohl 
for mutton at 60 cenu to |1 per head. 
Kree wool made wool-growing in 
Green and WaahtngtoB ooutttlea ua- 
profitable. 

The DiuKley tariff bill of 1897 re- 
stored the duty on wool, and the farm- 
era of Oreene and Waahlagtaa ooun- 
ties sent to other sectlona of the coun- 
try for line sheep and sought to rein- 
csrnate the wool industry, but it was 
at least ten years before It Waa firmly 
established again; In fhet. this sec- 
don haa never fully rei'o\eiei| from 
the ulinoBt coutplete destruction of the 
wool-growing Industry under the op- 
eraUon of a Demoeratie tariff fhmt 
ISM to ISN. 

It la true that wool is selling high- 
er this year than last, but this is 
due to four principal reasona: 

1. Thefe are less sheep la Greene 
and Washington counties, and In the 
I'nited Slates, than for several years 
Tbe last decrease in numbers waa due 
to the aatlelpatloa of free wool under 
the Underwood MU. 

2. The wool growers of Australia 
and .New Zealand, whence much of the 
wool used In this country Is Imported, 
have lost thousanda of their sheep by 
disease, thus lowiirlng their exportH of 
wool and Increasing its price in this 
lountry, 

3. Ungland eontrols the wool mar- 
ket of Auatralla and New Zealand, and 
Just now doBuutd tha wool frotaead 

there. 

4. Wool la being bought today on a 
speoalatlva hasta which tenda to ad- 
vance Its price. 

England haH laid an embargo on cer- 
tain kinds or wool. Should tbe war 
now raging In Bhirope eome to a sud- 
den close the bottom would drop out of 
the American wool market. Wo im- 
port a pound of wool for every pound 
we raise, and whan we can not get that 
pound from abroad the prioe of the 
pound we have raised goes up regard- 
less of any tariff, but the sure test of 
the American tariff policy comes when 
sheep are balnt raiaad astaaalvely 
In thia country had wlian Atntralla 
and New Zealand are producing their 
niaxlmuin amount of wool with ordi- 
nary freedom of market. 

It la evident that tbe Bverett Un- 
true of the Vaentown New IVeedom 
Standard knows more about 
than he does about wool.
